In response to the Office Action dated March 1 9, 2002, please amend the above- 
identified patent application as follows. 
IN THE SPECIFICATION 

At page 2, please delete the paragraph starting on line 1 1 and replace with the following 
paragraph. 

In one embodiment, the topping heater is a gas fired heater. A portion of the oxygen and 
hydrogen produced by the high temperature water cracking system is used as fuel in the topping 
heater. The exhaust from the gas fired topping heater is directed to a regenerative heat 


exchanger. The regenerative heat exchanger is located in the feed water supply line and is 


positioned between the steam generator and the topping heater. The exhaust from the gas fired 
topping heater is then directed to a second regenerative heat exchanger which is used to increase 
the temperature of a portion of the feed water that has been converted to steam by the steam 
generator before it enters a steam turbine generator assembly for generating electricity. 
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
